$|}BE CAREFUL IN PRE- 
PARING VEGETABLES 


BF vegetables not quite fresh are 
brought into the kitchen there is 
no hope of ever restoring them to first 
class condition, Even good vegetables 
will not be at their very best if not 
properly cared for after they have been 
received. 

Most housewlves think that washing 
vegetables with water is the last word 
in carefulness. So it is if the water |s 
above suspi¢ion, but when water ts not 
considered safe for drinking it should 
be boiled as well for*washing vege- 
tables as {t should be for family con- 
sumption, 

As to the best way of washing vege- 
tables, a few cautions will not come 
amiss. Some people never eat aspara- 
gus at table unless it has been pre- 
pared by some one who ts careful, as 


they do not enjoy biting on sand The 
cleaning of this vegetable requires 
conscience as well as time. 

The bunch should be placed, heads 
down, in water for some hours. and 
should be shaken back and forth to 


dislodge the particles of earth, 

Spinach is another vegetable which 
requires the very best attention in the 
cleaning line to free it from grit. Aft- 
er the roots have been cut off it should 
be washed in a number of waters and 
lifted out of the pan each time in loose 
handfuls before the water has been 
drained off, 

Celery and lettuce and other salad 
plants, eaten raw, must be washed 
with especial care. They should be 
searched with particular care, leaf by 
leaf, for insects, washed in several wa- 
ters and then wiped dry with a clean 
cloth and put in a cold place to become 
crisp, Otherwise these vegetables are 
not worth eating. 


Sure Cure For Dandruff

Refreshing Beverages. 


Any fresh fruit makes a delicious 
drink at this time of the year when the 
juice squeezed from it is strained, 
sweetened and filled with cold soda or 
aerated water, Ora sirup can be made 
to be kept on hand by boiling the juice 


with sugar. To make the drinks use 
a few spoonfuls of this sirup and fill 
the glass with water, plain or carbo- 
nated. The most delicious lemonade 
or limeade can be had at a moment's 
notice if the juice of the fruit be kept 
on hand and mixed with sugar to taste, 
It Is simplicity itself to pour water over 
this, and the drink Is ready.

THE MINYAN MAN. 


Unique Profession Found Amongst the 
Jews, 

A peculiar profession that hus been 
in existence for a great number of 
years in some of the influential syna 
xogues of the metropolis is that of a 
“minyan man,” 

The word “iminyan,” which is of 
Hebrew origin, denotes a quorum of 
ten adu’t mules above the age of thir- 
teen necessary to attend a place of 
ieee 4 to enable a service to be ful- 
ly a roperly conducted—in other 
words, the minimum number of wor- 
shippers for a complete congregation. 
al service, Unless ten or more are 
present, most important parts of a 
service hive to be omitted. 

The reason for this universal cus- 
tom, which is an essential in Hebrew 
Fie, por seme and strictly adhered to 
by orthodox Jewry, derives ite signi- 
ficance from the words of the Psalm- 
ist which says, “God standeth in the 
congregation of God,” thus signifying 
that the Divine glory resta-in the 
midst of the congregation when this 
number is present. Now the Kast Lon- 
don ®ynagowues and other minor con- 

ations situated in populated Jew- 
sh quarters do not, as a rule, employ 
“minyan men,” or professional wor- 
shippers. There are sufficient volun- 
tary attendants at all the services at 
these places without them. It is only 
the magnificent synagogues campris- 
ing the ‘United Synagogue,” one of 
the most powerful bodies governing 
the religious affairs of the community, 
which are situated in some of the most 
aristocratic quarters of London, who 
employ “minyan men.” This is ow- 
ing to the laxity of members and oth- 
ers in attending. 

These men, who are drawn from 
the foreign element of the community 
resident in the ghettoes of gg 
possess all the features of their rade, 
the typical beard, a symbol of ortho- 
doxy, and, above all, simplicity of 
dress, which is in accord with their 
humble calling. They are always 
punctual in their attendance, and sel- 
dom stay away from their respective 
synagogues. Any day they muy be 
seen entering or waiting outside any 
of the West End synagogues in readi- 
ness to play their important part in 
the daily services, which are held 
morning and evening. Some are mid- 
dle-aged, but the majority are elderly 
men, who+rhave already surpassed 
their usefulness in other spheres of 
activity. 

The remuneration of the ‘“‘minyan 
| men’’ varies according to the position 
and status of their congregation, but 
usually ranges from four to seven 
shillings per week, exclusive of ex- 
tras. The extras to which the men 
look forward to are these: (1) The an- 
niversary of the death of a member's 
parents, when that particular member 
has to recite a special prayer, which 
cannot be said without the quorum of 
| Worshippers, and in commemoration of 
the event it is customary to distribute 
charity, and nearly always a benevo- 
lent person will leave a sum for dis- 
tribution amongst the humble ‘min- 
yan men’’; (2) an important confirma- 
tion, viz., when a male attains the 
age of thirteen; (3) a wealthy wedding; 
| (4) a memorial service.

SEARCHED FOR FRANKLIN, 


Veteran 
Traces of the Explorer. 


In his nivetioth vear, there hes jost 
eae ge! away at Bramley, vent Guild. 
{ ord (Eng.), a member of the search 
| party Who set cut in 1850 to discover 
o. Franklin expedition. 

He was Dr. Charles Kde, a veteran 
who joined the navy in I845, and 
| served on the Pacific station until 

1849. He was then appointed surgeon 
j and naturalist on H.M.S. Assistance, 
Which, with the Resolute, the Intre- 
pid, and the Pioneer, went in search 
ot Sir John Franklin. 

The first trac. of Sir John Franklin's 
party was found at Cape Riley, where 
a boarding-pike was seen having a tin 
j hand attached pointing in the direc. 

tion of Bevchey Island, Taking that 
direction they came across the first 
winter quarters of Sir John Frauklin 
at the back of Beechey Is'and, where 
three graves were discovered. 

At Griffith Island the search party 
were frozen in. Dr. Ede accom panied 
ithe first sledge party to set out to 
{explore the coast line of Cornwallia 
Island, and ceme acrocs other ships, 
including that of Sir James Rose. Sir 
Janes was then eighty years of age, 
and was unable to leave his ship. 

Dr. Ede went with the first sledge 
party, and with Captain Ommanney 
and Lieuts. McClintock, Meechan, and 
Hamilton proceeded as far as Cape 
| Walker. Describing this expedition, 
Dr. Ede would relate how they took 
{a westward direction, but found no 
further trace of Sir John Franklin. 
From Cape Walker, Dr. Ede had to 
return to his ship in charge of four 
mea who were frostbitten and two who 
were snow blind. All six recovered, 
although between them they lost ten 
toes 


It is noteworthy that McClintock 
made the longest journey on ice that 
had been recorded up.to that time, 
having traveled #00 miles, and he 
brought back all his men in perfect 
health. Dr. Ede used to regard that 
achievement with considerable satia- 
faction as he himself picked McClin- 
tock's men. 

Dr. Ede had many menentoes of his 
Arctic expedition, but the one which 
he most prized was an oak cabinet 
made from a beam which was taken 
out of one of the ships of the Arctic 
search expedition when she was brok- 
en up. This was H.M.S. Resolute. 


Making the Arch'sishop Pay. 

Some remarkable facts regarding the 
fees extracted from church dignitaries 
on their translation from, says, & 
bishopric to an archbishopric are yiv- 
en by Sir Henry Lucy in a story he 
tells concerning the famous Dr. Ma- 
gee. It appears that the latter died 
Shortly after his translation from the 
See of Peterborough to the Arch- 
bishopri¢ of York, but he lived long 
énouga to pay. the fees exacted in con- 
nection with the event, and it was 
the fact that these amounted to no 
less than $35,000

Next came, with outstretched hand, 
the vicar of the parish in which is 
situated the cathedral where the cere- 
mony of installation took place. Fin- 
ally, a lump sum of $140 was exacted 
on the poe archbishop taking his 
seat in the House of Lords, 


A Corner In Lifeboats. 

There has, so the story is now told, 
recently been a corner in ships’ life- 
boats in England, which seems to have 
been very successful. After the dis- 
aster to the Titanic, the cry was heard 
of “boats for all,’ and a shrewd 
member of the Baltic, a well known 
ship broker, at once began coruering 
lifeboats. He purchased ull the second 
hand lifeboats he could find, and all 
those which were building. When the 
Atlantic shipping companies were sud 
denly faced with the fact that they 
would have to fit their vessels with 
sufficient lifeboats to carry all the pas 
sengers and crew, there was 4 scurry 
round to obtain the necessary bouts, 
and the wily ship broker smiled and 
said that he could supply quite a lot 
of nice lifeboats at $1.000 apiece 
which same boats hud cost him, it is 
said $250 each.

Surgeon Dies Who Found | Reforms of the Past Nine Months 


4 Bring Order Out of Chaos. 

During the nine months whieh Lord 
Kitchener has alrendy spent in Cairo 
as British Agent he has accomplished 
a task the value of which it would be 
difficult to over-estimate, That value 
is becoming daily more evident, Lord 
Kitchener has inaugurated a series of 
reforms which must eventually! revo 
lutionize the whole financial. econo- 
mic, and agricultural systems of Egypt 
and introduce an cra of peace and 
prosperity such as this country has 
never seen before. 

There was those that believed that 
a civil post was not in keeping with 
the talents and capabilities of the con. 
queror of the Soudan. Lord Kitchen- 
er’s career during the last nine months 
must do away with all such appreher- 
sions. No human being could in sueh 
a shore space of time have more en- 
deared himself to every class of 
Egypt's population. Lord Kitchener's 
smiles have done more to conquer 
i Egypt than all the guns and troops 
together. 

A distinguished feature of Lord 
Kitchener's nine months’ reign has 
been the opening of the gates of the 
British Agency to Egypt's population. 

hen notables, sheikhs, pashas, 
beys, effendis, and the commons came 
to congratulate Lord Kitchener on his 
first arrival from England, they were 
told that the gates of the Agency 
would be open to any person who 


needed counsel, advice, or help, so | 


long as these were asked in the inter- 
est of the public and genera! good. 
And the people took advantage of 
the invitation; they came to the 
Agency whenever trouble befell them. 
Their complaints, needs, and interests 
were laid before the Agent and men 
went away confident of the results. 
The British Ageney, in fact, has be- 
come the Mecca of an Egyptian social, 
political, commercial, industrial, and 
agricultural renaissance. 

Then, again, when the people could 
not come to him Lord Kitchener went 
to them und visited: them in their 
own homes and provinces. Nothing 
helped more towards the conciliation 
of the Egyptians to the Occupation 
than these tours in the provinces 
They rallied the masses, they Ciscom- 
fited the spirit of Nationalism which 
was rampant, and they created be- 
tween Lord Kitchener and Egyptians 
a bond of good-feeling and under. 


standing which must prove a creat tuc-. 


tor in the process of teform 

The first question to oceupy the at- 
tention of the British Agent in Egypt 
was the question of drainage. Vast 
tracts of land in Lower Egypt be- 
came so swamped, during flood-time 
chats po that nothing couid grow 
‘or a long time past the Government 
had intended to construct drainage 
works, but lacked the energy to un 
dertake such a huge scheme. 

With his usual determination to do 
things when he deems them neces- 
sary, Lord Kitchener ordered the 
scheme to be studied and reported on, 
and then the fiat went forth that the 
project should be accomplished. Two 
of the large provinces—Gharbieh aud 
Behere—will now be saved these an- 
nual losses, andl next yeartwo others 
~Sharkieh and Dakahlieh—will follow 
suit. By this operation some 2,000,000 
acres of land will be brought under 
cultivation, and something like $15,- 
000,000 ‘will be added to the Govern- 
ment’s annual revenue. 

Though savings banks existed in 
Egypt, until some four months ago 
they were limited to the large cities 
and towns, the provincial and rural 
population being quite strangers to 
the idea. Lord Kitchener saw that it 
was the “fellah” or peasant who 
should benefit most by savings banks. 

Another useful reform has taken 
place. Hitherto the Government had 
been content to urge the population 
to collect the eggs of the cotten worm 
and burn or kill them. But this great 
danger which annually threatens’ the 
cotton crops needed more energy and 
consideration. The cotton worm and 
the means of annihilating it were not 
systematically studied. It was due to 
Lerd Kitchener that a commission of 
agrieultural experts were formed to 
study the whole question from a prac- 
tical as well as a scientific point of 
view. 


Adam's Bridge Survey. 

The Ceylon Observer says: The first 
step toward bridging the reef connect- 
ing India and Ceylon has been taken 
by the s#uthorization of a survey of 
the reef between Dunuskhodi and Ta- 
laimannar by the South Indian Rail- 
way board. While the average depth 
of water across this reef for about 
seventeen miles is only two to six 
feet, there are two stretches of about 
a quarter of a mile each where the 
; depth of water is no less than thirty- 
ty » feet, with heavy shallow sand bars 
just outside on either side of the reef. 
The real problem of any railway over 
the reef will centre aboul these two 
deep sections—according to a Jaffna 
paper. A railway over the reef is 
bound to come; and the opening of the 
Mannar line through to India, with 
the troub!esome delay at Talatmannar, 
will undoubtedly accelerate the deci- 
sion to have through connection by 
rail even though the cost will be well 
over Rs2,500,000. It is most interest. 
ing to note that the piers of the bridge 
now building at Pamben are being 
mude wide enough to take the stand- 
ard Ceylon gauge instead of the South 
Indian metre gauge

undergo for several months the 


softening influences of heat and cold. 
When it is soft enough it is shoveled 
into the washing machines, where the 
dirt is separated from the rough dia 
monds and other large mineral sub- 
stances. The mixture of iineraie 
remaining is known as concentrates. 
It was formerly necessary to go care- 
fully over these concentrates, to pick 
out the garnets and many other 
foreign substances, until nothing re- 
mained but the rough diamonds, This 
was a slow and Jaborious operation, 
but it was an essential part of the 
mining industry until it was euper- 
seded a few years ago. 

Among the employes in the sorting- 
room was a young fellow na 
Kerston, who quietly went to work to 
find a way to separate the diamond 
from other stones more quickly and 
| easily than could be done by the slow 
progress of hand-picking. e was not 
discouraged by his many failures. 
One day, by the merest accident, he 
made the discovery he was after. A 
rough diamond and a.garnet happened 
to be lying on a smal! board on the 
bench where he was working. He 
raised one end of the board. The gar- 
net slipped off, but the diamond re- 
;mained. This was worth investigat- 
|ing. He found that there was a coat- 
ing of grease on the board which had 
retained the diamond, but not the 
garnet. He procured a wider board, 
coated one side of it with grease, and 
dumped a few handfuls of concen- 
trates on it. 

Then he found that by holding the 
| board in a slightly inclined position 
and vibrating it, all the concentrates 
;¢xeept the diamonds moved to the 
lower end and fell off, while the dia- 
monds remained in place. Then he 
j invented a machine by which his dis- 
covery might be utilized. Consider- 
able study was required to perfect the 
apparatus, but at last the machine 
was completed, and the big diamond 
men were invited to witness the new 
method of separating diamonds from 
the rest of the concentrates, The in- 
vention was an entire success. A 
more simple and complete device for 
saving time, labor, and lose of dia- 
|monds coul. not be imagined. The 
entire work is now done by machin- 
ery; hand-picking has been wholly 
superseded, and both the inventor and 
the mine-owners have profited hand- 
somely by the labor-saving device,

60 feet in circumference. The hens 
then serape with their enormously 
large feet (hence the name mega- . 
podes) a hole in the centre of the 
heap and in it deposit their eggs to 
the number of a score or more, after- 
words covering over the hole. In 
course of time the heat generated by 
ithe decaying vegetation hatches the 
jeues. The chicks, which have been 
| \iving and fattening on the food yolk, 
jerow nd shed their nestling down 
}and develop their first suit of feathers 
while still within the walls ef their 
jivory “eradles.”’ When at ‘last they 
cut their way out of the shell, they 
rest for a few hours in the mound;

Female Highwayman Who Excel. 
fed at Every Branch of Dishonesty 
—Stole a Nobleman's Purse and 
Then Collected Twenty Guineas for 
Finding It Again. 


History has immortalized the ex 
ploits of the highwaymen who were 
the terror of the roads of England two 
or three centuries ago. It is well-nigh 
‘silent concerning the deeds of the 
ladies of the road who were their 
contemporaries ia crime, There was 
only a few of these womea of the 
highway, but they were among the 
most picturesque figures. of that ad- 
veniurous age. 

Some were of dazzling beauty; all 
were bold to the point of audacity. 
Masked and booted and spurred, arm- 
ed with sword and pistol, they robbed 
travelers along the great North Road 
and the other highways leading to 
Tondon Town. Theic feats of darin 
equalled any of the achievements o' 
Jack Shenpard, Dick Turpin, Claude 
Davi’ or Captain Dudley. Their ways 
Were as masculine as their dress, and 
those of them who were finally hang- 
ed at Tyburn died as carelessly as 
they had lived. 

Among these ladics of the road, Moll 
Cutpurse was especially remarkable. 
She so excell d in every branch of 
dishonesty that her name is a 
thievish synenym to this day. Long 
purs.-s were worn at the girdle at that 
time, at the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century. While a mere girl 
Moll became such an expert at cut- 
ting purses and filching their contents 
that the sobriquet she then earned 
clung to her always. Her real name 
is unknown. 

One of her exnloits at this stage of 
her career was the talk of London 
One evening a nobleman in the 
fringe of a crowd missed his watch. 
Thinking he had lost it accidentally, 
he asked Miss Molly, who was stand- 
ing near to help him find it. She led 
him on for nearly half an hour. She 
talked so earnestly and seemed so 
fnterested and helpful that the noble- 
man never suspected her. Moll had 
his timepiece atl the while. Finally: 
his lordship, being late for his ren- 
<lezvous, had to hurry away. As he 
was departing, he promised her 
twenty guineas.if she found bis watch. 
Thereupon she’ handed it over with 
one hand’ and collectcd the gold with 
the other. : 

Mistress Moll did not stay long in 
fhat branch of the profession, how- 
ever. Before she was twenty she was 
# night-rider, stopping travelers on 
Hampstead Heath and the London 
roids and by mere mastery stripping 
them of their valuables. Single- 
handed she held up many a stage- 
coach. 

She could sit @ horse as gallantly 
and ride as tirelessly as any man that 
ever wore a mask and called out, 
“Stand and deliver!’’ She made more 
money than any of the looting eava- 
liers of her time. Nat o af them 
was her causal in carine. They doffed 
their plumed hats to her es a token 
of professional respect. All her bricf 
biegraphies say that she had “a long 
and successful caresr on the high- 
way.” 

Mistress Moll, iady of the road, 
strangely enough, is all but forgotten 
nov, Perhaps it is because her end 
was not dramatic. She lived to the 
good old ag of seventy-four and died 
in her own bed. Yet her dying had 
some curious incidents about it, al- 
most enough to make a story in them- 
selves. 

Yespite the huge sums of money 
that she gained by her exploits on the 
highway, Old Moll died poor. She 
was not actually impoverished and 
wes by ng means in want, but she 
was poor *"r @ woman who on one 
occasion had bought her release from 
jail at the price of about ten thousand 
dollars. Dashing Moll was usually 
very successful in getting away with 
the fruits of her robberies, but she 
saw the inside of prison a good many 
times. Yet she wever was convicted. 
Always when she was tried before the 
assizes the witnesses against her had 
étrange lapses of memory. Expenses 
like these, which were necessary and 
frequent items in her romantic and 
gay profession, brought her close to 
the end of her resouress when she 
was well past seventy. Her source 
of income was cut off, for she was so 
afflicted with dropsy that she could 
no long*r mount 4 horse, Rheumatism 
had crippled her nimble fingers so 
that there was no more cutting of 
purses for her. Her day was over, She 
had five hundre? dollars left when she 
took to her bed for the last time. 

For a man and wife to become h'gh- 
waymen in partnership is an unusual 
chapter of romance even for the veri- 
est of swashbuckling days, Yet this 
is the story of Joan Bracey, who lived 
hier brief life in the saddle and became 
a gay and capable cobber-woman upon 
he Londen Road simply because she 
had become enamored af a dashing 
and very successful highwayman. 

Joan was the pretty daughter of a 
wealthy English farmer. Under other 
circumstances probably she would 
have wedded a rich man of that or a 
neighboring county and bred up a 
race of stalwart British statesmen. 
Yiut she met by chance the handsome 
Edward Bracey. He posed as a gen- 
tieman from London, but in reality 
he had come “up country” to recuper- 
ate after a strenuous series of rob- 
beries and hairbreadth escapes. 

She took to the road tike a duck 
to water, just as the briskest young 
fellow would. First of all, she assist- 
od her highwayman to rob her own 
father of a considerable sum of mone 
and then ran off with her bold lover. 
The pair proved very successful finan. 
cially. Finally, howover, the Bow 
street runners caught her and she 
was tried, convicted and went to the 
gallows before she was twenty-one. 
Her execution was one of the great 
events of the day, for her career was 
the strangest mingling of youth, love, 
crime and swift punishment, Her

They eat only when nature absolute- 
ly compels, and in fact very often 
live on a half-starvation diet, though 
they drink tea incessantly, It is not 
even good tea. [t all comes overland 
from China in the form of compressed 
bricks. They are quite a special brand, 
and they consist of only about 26 per 
cent. of tea leaves. 
75 per cent, is twigs and rubbish. 
However, this stuff costs only about 
two-thirds of a penny a pound. Tea 
bricks in some parts of Tibet serve 
as money. But although the Tibetan 
neglects his meals for tea drinking, so 
that to him alone among men break- 
fast and supper time have no mean- 
ing, he is not quite so misguided aa 
he appears to be. His tea is both 
meat and drink. It might be deserib- 
ed as tea soup. 

‘This is how a Tibetan makes tea. A 
chip is broken from a tea brick and 
pounded in a mortar. The dust is then 
boiled in a kettle for five minutes, af- 
ter which it is poured through a 
strainer into a “tea-churn,”’ a small, 
wooden cylinder with a piston. A 
piese of butter and some barley meal 
are added and the mixture is churned 
vigorously for a minute or two, after 
which it is poured off into a teapot. 
There are no teacups in Tibet, but 
everybody carries about with him a 
small tea bowl, made of wood and 
lined usually with silver. When the 
tea is ready the guests produce their 
bowls, which are then filled. A blad- 


der or box of butter and a bowl of 


barley meal complete the equipment 


of a Tibetan tea party. Scooping out 


a lump of butter the drinker lets it 
melt in the tea, which he sips medi- 


tatively, blowing the floating piece of 


butter on one side as he puts his lips 
to the bowl. When the bowl is neariy 


empty he puts a handful of meal inte 


it and works it up into a ball of paste, 
which he puts into his mouth and 
washes down with another dose of tea. 
lt is a sort of tea porridge or tea 
brose. So the carouse goes on, until 
the need for work or sleep arises. It 
may help to explain the Tibetan way 
of taking tea, especially the butter 
part of it, when it is said that the 
winter temperature there is as low as 
in Greenland, 


New Spelling In England. 
A campaign in favor of spelling re- 
to be conducted in London 
and the provinces in the autumn and 
winter, says the London Daily Gra- 
phic. ae 4 : 

Mr. William Archer, under the aus- 
pices of he Simplified Spelling Sucie- 
ty, is to conduct a lecturing tour on 
his *eturn from the east, and lectures 
will also be delivered by many other 
weil-known men throughout the coun- 
try. 

The lecturers wi!l advocate the re- 
ferm of what they regard as the pres- 
eat “chaotic spelling,’ which they de- 
clsre is so remote from pronunciation 
tuat it is no guide to the English 
language at all, and tends to degrade: 
our’ speech, 

The society desires to fix a standard 
of pronunciation of the English lan- 
guage throughout the Empire. 

It has been stated that the English 
people over seas, particularly in Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, are deviatin 
so seriously from the general standarc 
of speech prevailing in the mother 
country that, the time might come 
when visiters.from these parts of the 
Empire might fail to make themselves 
understood in London, 

Mr. Tate, director of education in 
Melbourne, has suggested several 
spelling reforms to which effect has 
beep given in the oificial papers issued 
by his department. Discussions have 
taken place and the council of public

is logical, and the adaptation of its 
precepts has brought reward to those 
farmers who have looked to science 
to aid them where misfortune and 
hard luck through unfavorable weath- 
er conditions pursued their neighbors

who farmed as their fathers and 
grandfathers did before them. 

Every civilized country in the world 
is now studying the tillage and crop- 
ping methods taught by the Interna- 
tional Dry-Farming Congress, and its 
monthly scientific bulletins and re- 
ports go to the four corners of the 
earth.
